Washington, Jan. 31.—The supreme 
court ol the United States has decided 
the case of the United States vs. Swift 
& Co., known as the beef trust case, 
charging conspiracy among* tti*• pack­ 
ers to fix prices 011 fresh meats, etc.

Justice Holmes and alfirmed the do 
cision of the court below, which was 
against the packers. 
The opinion

the Sherman anti-trust law by Hie low 
er courts. 
The opinion was concur 
red in by all members of the court. 
Summarizing the bills Judge Holmes 
said: 
“It charges a

of

States not to bid against each other 
in the live stock markets ot the differ­ 
ent stat* s; to bid up prices for a few 
days in order to induce the cattlemen 
to send their stock to the stockyards;

of meat when necessary to establish 
a uniform rule of credit to dealers and 
to keep a black list; to make uniform 
and improper charges for cartage and, 
finally, to get less than lawful rates 
from the railroads to the exclusion of 
competitors.”

Washington, Jan. 31.—The supreme 
court of the United States lias decided 


ers to hx prices on fresh meats, etc. 
The opinion was handed down by 
Justice Holmes and affirmed the de­ 
cision of the court below, which was 
against the packers. 
The opinion continues the injunc­ 
tion granted against the packers under 
the Sherman anti-trust law by the low­ 
er courts. The opinion was concur­ 
red in by all members of the court. 
Summarizing the hills Judge Holmes 
said: 
“It charges a combination of a 
dominant proportion of the dealers in 
fresh meat throughout the United 
States not to bid against each other 
in the live stock markets ot the differ­ 
ent states; to bid up prices for a few 
days in order to induce the cattlemen 
to send their stock to the stockyards; 
to fix prices at which they will sell 
and to that end to restrict shipments 
of meat when necessary to establish 
a uniform rule of credit to dealers and 
to keep a black list; to make uniform 
and improper charges for cartage and, 
finally, to get less than lawful rates 
from the railroads to the exclusion of 
competitors.’’

The city of Brainerd was visited by 
another tire last night, which in some 
respects was a counterpart of the tires» 
which played havoc last year, although 
the amount of property destroyed an«l 
its importance to the business interests 
of the city does not in any way equal 
some of the former conflagrations. 
The 
tire destroyed the old frame Wise build* 
ing on the corner of F ront anil Sixth 
streets and the two small frame store 
buildings to the south, occupied by R* 
F. Walters, the shoe dealer, and C . 
L. 
Burnett, the jeweler, the estimated total 
loss being about $20,000. 
The tire was tirst discovered a few 
minutes before S o'clock by H. W. Lin- 
neman and J. C, Davis, who were on 
their way to Columbian hall to attend 
the meeting of the business men of the 
city for the purpose of organising a 
commercial club. 
As the gentlemen 
were passing the store occupied by H. 
F. Walters, Mr. Davis saw 
a putT of 
smoke and lire issuing from the build­ 
ing as though there had been an explo­ 
sion and he ran across the street to the 
D. F. M cIntosh saloon and sent in the 
alarm. 
Being contrally located and the 
hour early in the evening it did not take 
long for a large crowd to gather and 
it 
seemed as though the entiro city 
was 
aroused in a very short time, 
lh e de­ 
partment was at the scene of the blaze 
promptly and the members did \aliant 
service, but the flames found ready ac­ 
cess into the interior of the old frame 
structure and waited but for a waft of 
air to fan them on beyond the control of 
the fire lighters. 
The members of the hre department 
found difficulty in the tirst place in get­ 
ting at the real source of the hre and 
thus were not able to check 
it as 
soon as they might have. 
This was due 
largely to the amount of smoke that till­ 
ed the Walters shot* store shortly after 
the tire started. 
A constant stream was played on the 
small shack which seemed to be the hot 
bed of the tire fiend, but this had little 
effect on the flames, for they seemed to 
have eaten their way undarneath 
the 
timbers of the foundation of the struc­ 
ture and had worked their way to the 
basement of the W ise building, the big 
frame structure on the corner. 
Groat 
caution waa»4ftken to keep the flames 
from getting a start in the new Ransford 
hotel next to the W ise building and in 
this respect the firemen did excellent 
service and showed good judgment. 
At first it was thought th at the fife 
would be but a trifling m atter and that 
it would be confined to the W alters shoe 
store, but it was soon discovered that 
the firemen would have more th an the 
seemingly little smudge in the small 
store to contend with and every energy 
was strained to obtain the best results 
I t was but a short time before five 
streams of water were playing on the 
building, and even with the vast volume 
of water it did not seem to quell the Hre 
for it had eaten its way into the walls of 
the old building and here and there 
flames burst forth from the sides, front 
and roof and it was not'Tong before the 
whole thing was given up and the ener­ 
gies of the firemen directed toward pre­ 
venting a further spread of the flames 
/an d ©special attention was turned to­ 
ward the new Ransford. 
Fortunately the building on th e cor­ 
ner was empty except a room on the 
second floor which was occupied by R. 
R. Wise as an office. This building was 
peculiarly constructed and though the 
oldest in the city was as well built as 
any frame structure in the northern 
part of the state. 
On account of the 
solidity of the building fire did not 
seem to make the headway th a t it docs 
ordinarily in a frame building. The sec­ 
ond floor, for instance, was very heavy 
and the space between the outer siding 
and inner walls was filled with sawdust. 
Considering the fact that the building 
h a 4 been built as far back as 1872, it 
would seem as though the material 
would be of such an inflammable char­ 
acter th a t it would be but a short time 
before the whole would be reduced to 
ashes. 
Net «0 , however, as the Hre seem* 
+ ed to creep and crawl, and a t no time 
was there what m ight be called a fierce 
eottAag ratios. 


By 9 o'clock Front and Bixth streets 
were crowded with men, women and 
children who had been attracted by the 
sound of the fire alarm and the rising 
flames which lighted the winter skies. 
The two sn a il frame shacks occupied 
by R. F. Walters the shoe dealer, and 
C. L. Burnett, the jeweler, which were 
located just south of the Wise building 
were doomed. 
Both Mr. W alters and 
Mr. Burnett were at home when the 
fire alarm sounded, and they had not 
the slightest idea of the danger to their 
places of business until sent for by kind 
friends. 
On this account but little of 
the stock, especially in the shoe store, 
was saved. 
For a long time it looked as though 
there was no danger th a t the fir© would 
spread to the buildingon the corner,but 
flames soon appeared on the roof which 
seemed to have pierced through be­ 
tween the solid brick wall of the new 
Ransford and the frame structure, and 
as soon as they reached the top a 
slight southwesterly gale seemed to fan 
them on to destruction. 
When the fir«» lir-t started, R. R. Wise, 
proprietor of the liansford, was .-how 
ing a party of friends, composed of 
Judge J. T. Banborn, Fred Sanborn, 
Judge Alderman and Judge W. S. Me 
clenahan through the building. Ju st 
as the fire alarm sounded it was thought 
th at smoke was .»conted in the cor­ 
ridors of the new hotel, an 1 when the 
first floor was reached this was found to 
be true, for no sooner had they reached 
the outer door than they heard the cry 
of lire, and saw people rushing toward 
the corner building. 
Contractor Nelson, who has charge of 
the work in the new hotel building, was 
soon on the scene and being acquainted 
with the surroundings did good work. 
Only a day or two before, the large tire- 
proof doors had been hung between the 
Ransford and the old building, and, for 
tunate it was, for it is thought th a t the 
new structure would certainly have 
burned but for this fact. 
The doors 
worked nicely and after they were 
closed it is thought that not a parti­ 
cle of smoke even crept through. 
The bitter cold of the night greatly 
hampered the firemen in their work and 
they suffered intensely, but notwith­ 
standing they are entitled to all kinds of 
praise for their unswerving diligence. 
When it was seen that the old frame 
structures could not be saved they di­ 
rected their attention to the new’ build­ 
ing and streams of w’ater were played on 
the roof, front anti back, so that the fire 
did not even get a start in this build­ 
ing. 
Through some crevice smoke got into 
the new building in largo quantities 
and this damaged the 
walls 
which 
had 
just 
been 
decorated, 
to 
a 
considerable extent. 
The varnish is 
probably in very bad shape and the 
walls will have to be all gone over again. 
Then too the new maple floors were 
warped from the dampness and this will 
cause considerable extra trouble in re­ 
pairing. 
The greatest damage in the 
new building is in the basement. 
The 
floor in the basement of the new 
build­ 
ing is some lower than the 
basement 
floor of the old building and the water 
which flowed in torrents into tho old 
structure found its way to the new base­ 
ment. 
It soon filled the fire box of tho 
new boiler and the heating plant had to 
be shut down. 
All night men were kept 
busy pumping the water out of tho base­ 
ment and it was not until late today 
that they got the water out so that a 
fire could be built. 
The building w ill 
have to be thoroughly aired out and 
most of the finishing work gone over 
again. 
The firm of J. F. Murphy & Co. was 
especially fortunate. 
This clothing firm 
occupies a small frame building one 
door south of Burnett’s jewelry store, 
and strange as it may seem, the struct­ 
ure did 
not once catch fire. 
It 
is 
thought that the goods in the store 
were not damaged a cent’s worth from 
smoke. 
A straam of 
water between 
this building and the Burnett store 
saved the building. 
The fire started in the basement of 
tke R. F. Walters’ store frem a stove 
which was used to heat the building, 


and it must have burned some time be­ 
fore it burst out so th at it could be 
noticed from the outside. 
The total loss of property, including 
building and fixtures, is about fifiOJXX) 
and there is a total of $12,065.80 insur 
ance carried. 
Mr. Wise carried $5,(XK) 
on the large frame structure on the cor 
ner and $»500 each on the stores occu­ 
pied by U, F. W alters and 0» L. Bur 
nett, making a total of $6,000 on the 
buildings. R. F. VV alters states that 
his stock inventoried $7,600 not long 
ago, and upon this stock he carried $.y 
105,80. 
( \ L, Burnett did not carry any 
insurance on his stock but had $660 on 
fixtures. 
His loss will be about §700. 
The loss from smoke and water on the 
new Ransford building will be about 
fk'JOO whioh is fully covered in a policy 
carried by Mr. Wise with the Keene & 
M cFadden agency. 
The fire was rather spectacular at 
times, but it is said that it was during 
the early hours this morning th a t it 
was at its height. 
It was after every 
one but the firemen had gone home th at 
the building really was 
reduced to 
ashes, for when the people left there 
still a skeleton of the old structure 
standing. 
By noon today there was hardly a 
semblance left of the old building and 
the corner upon which has stood a 
notable building, now looks barren. 
There are all kinds of rumors already 
in the air regarding the building up of 
this corner. 
It has been generally con 
ceded that the old frame structure was 
an eyesore to Brainerd and many are not 
displeased toknow that it has been level 
ed to the ground, but it might be of some 
solace to tho friends of Mr. Wise to 
know that it would have been moved 
out in the spring anyway. The corner 
will now probable be built up with a 
solid brick structure, with stores on the 
ground floor and room-; in the upper 
stories for the hotel. 
The firemen were especially favored 
last night with the water pressure, 
which was the best ever. 
By the burning of this corner build­ 
ing a veritable landmark in Brainerd 
has been removed. The building was 
constructed in the spring of 1872 by K.H. 
Bly for general store purposes and it 
was known for years as the Bly block, 
a rather pretentious structure for Brain­ 
erd in those days. 
It was afterward 
used for various purposes and at one 
titm* was known a« the Hartley build­ 
ing. 
It was a particularly well con­ 
structed 
building, 
being 
finished 
throughout on the interior in h a rd ­ 
wood. 
I. U. W hite and his father 
worked on the building when it was 
being built, for

ATTRACTING GOOD 
DEAL OF ATTENTION 


New Iron Ran^e will Play Import­ 


ant part in State Mining 


Industry 


FACTS ARE GIVEN IN DETAIL 


Regarding the New Region Which 


lias Been Txplored for Ore 


in This County. 


The following from the Duluth Her 
aid regarding the exploration for ore in 
this county will be of interest to the 
people of Brainerd and vicinity: “The 
option given by Cuyler Adams and as­ 
sociates to Pick and», M ather A com­ 
pany, for a lease on the new Cuyuna 
iron range, is attracting a good deal of 
attention to the property. 
T hat an 
option would be tak«*n by a concern of 
the standing of Pickands, Mather & 
company is pointed to as conclusive 
evidence that the new mining range 
contains valuable deposits of ore. 
It is 
believed that it will play an important 
p a rtin the Minnesota mining industry 
“The Cuyuna range is located in 
Crow Wing county, and is from 15 to 20 
miles in length, with a general north 
west and southwest strike. 
It runs 
parallel with the Northern Pacific rail 
way, at a distance of about one and one- 
half miles, on an average. 
Deerwood, 
just south of where the main explore 
tions have been made, is 78 miles in an 
air line from Duluth. 
“The iron ore deposits were discover 
ed on the range by Cuyler Adams, over 
a decade age, and the property was ex 
plored “and platted by him withsuch 
aeeuracy that, notw ithstanding the faet 
th a t there were no rock outcrops in 
th at country, and th a t the whole range 
is drift covered for a depth of from OR 
to 160 feet or more, the drill holes lo 
cated by him at various points, cover 
ing some ten miles of territory, have 
been found in every ease. 
“Up to the present time there has 
been some 6,000 feet of drilling done on 
the range and this work already proves 
the existence of large quantities of raer 
chantable ore. 
Now that the big inde 
pendent concerns are going in, it is be 
lieved that it will be but a short time 
before a lot of shippers will be added to 
the Lake Superior district. 
“The assays run from 35 per cent for 
iron slates up to 62 per cent metallic 
iron. The deepest hole drilled was 400 
feet and was bottomed in ore at th a t 
point. 
Forty feet of 57 per cent ore 
rested on a diabore foot wall, and ahol<* 
200 feet at right angles to the strike cut 
the ore body again and is still in it. 
“At another point an average of 57 
per cent was given at 20 feet with the* 
drill still in the ore. and the holes at 
right angles to the strtk** showed the 
ore body at this point to be at lea.-t 200 
feet wide, 
“Cole »% McDonald drill.- struck ore in 
their first hole and at every point >0 far 
located by Mr, Adams or«* has been 
found. 
“ In its high angh* of dip, line of strike 
anti general characteristics, the range 
resembles the Fenokee Gogebic. 
The Cole & McDonald drills are work­ 
ing about seven or eight miles east of 
here.

The city of Brainerd was visited by 
another tire last night, which in some 
respects was a counterpart of the tires 
which played havoc last year, although 
the amount of property destroyed and 
its importance to the business interests 
of the city does not in any way equal 
some of the former conflagrations. 
I he 
fire destroyed the old frame Wise build­ 
ing on the corner of Front and Sixth 
streets and the two small frame store 
buildings to the south, occupied by R. 
F. Walters, the shoo dealer, arni C. L. 
Burnett, the jeweler, the estimated total 
loss being about $20;OOO. 
The tire was tirst discovered a few 
minutes before 8 o'clock by ll. W. Lin- 
neman and J. C. Davis, who were on 
their way to Columbian hall to attend 
the meeting of the business men of tin? 
city for the purpose of organizing a 
commercial club. 
As tho gentlemen 
were passing the store occupied by R. 
F. Walters, Mr. Davis saw a puff of 
smoke and tire issuing from the build­ 
ing as though there had been an explo­ 
sion and he ran across the street to the 
D. F. McIntosh saloon and sent in the 
alarm. 
Being centrally located and the 
hour early in the evening it did not take 
long for a largo crowd to gather and it 
seemed as though the entire city was 
aroused in a very short time. The de­ 
partment was at the scene of the blaze 
promptly and the members did valiant 
service, but the flames found ready ac­ 
cess into the interior of the old frame 
structure and waited but for a waft of 
air to fan them on beyond the control of 
the tire fighters. 
The members of the tire department 
found difficulty in the first place in get­ 
ting at the real source of the fire and 
thus were not able to check it as 
soon as they might have. This was due 
largely to the amount of smoke that fill­ 
ed tho Walters shoe store shortly after 
the fire started. 
A constant stream was played on the 
small shack which seemed to be the hot 
bed of the tire fiend, but this had little 
effect on the flames, for they seemed to 
have eaten their way underneath the 
timbers of the foundation of the struc­ 
ture and had worked their way to the 
basement of the Wise building, the big 
frame structure on tho corner. 
Great 
caution wa*4wken to keep the .flames 
from getting a start in the new Hansford 
hotel next to the Wise building and in 
this respect the firemen did excellent 
service and showed good judgment. 
At first it was thought that the fire 
would be but a trifling matter and that 
it would be confined to the Walters shoe 
store, but it was soon discovered that 
the firemen would have more than the 
seemingly little smudge in the small 
store to contend with and every energy 
was strained to obtain tho best results. 
It was but a short time before five 
streams of water were playing on the 
building, and even with the vast volume 
of water it did not seem to quell the fire, 
for it had eaten its way into the walls of 
the old building and here and thero 
flames burst forth from the sides, front 
and roof and it was notvlong before tho 
whole thing was given up and the ener­ 
gies of the firemen directed toward pre­ 
venting a further spread of the flames 
/and especial attention was turned to­ 
ward the new Ransford. 
Fortunately the building on tho cor­ 
ner was empty except a room on the 
second door which was occupied by R. 
R. Wise as an office. This building was 
peculiarly constructed and though the 
oldest in the city was as well built as 
any frame structure in the northern 
part of tho state. On account of the 
solidity of the building tire did not 
seem to make the headway that it does 
ordinarily in a frame building. Tho sec­ 
ond floor, for instance, was very heavy 
and the space between the outer siding 
and inner walls was filled with sawdust. 
Considering the fact that the building 
L*J been built as far back as 1872, it 
would seem as though the material 
would be of such an inflammable char­ 
acter that it would be but a short time 
before the whole would be reduced to 
ashes. Not so, however, as the tire seem­ 
er ed to creep and crawl, and at no time 
was t^ere what might be called a fierce 
cotiiag ratio*. 


By 6 o’clock Front and Sixth streets 
were crowded with men, women and 
children who had been attracted by the 
Bound of the fire alarm and the rising- 
fla rues which lighted the winter skies. 
The two small frame shacks occupied 
by Ii. F. Walters the shoe dealer, and 
C. L. Burnett, the jeweler, which were 
located just south of the Wise building 
were doomed. Both Mr. Walters and 
Mr. Burnett were at home when the 
tire alarm sounded, and they had not 
the slightest idea of the danger to their 
places of business until sent for by kind 
friends. On this account but little of 
the stock, especially in the shoe store, 
was saved. 
For a long time it looked as though 
there was no danger that the fire would 
spread to the building on the corner, but 
flames soon appeared on the roof which 
seemed to have pierced through be­ 
tween the solid brick wall of the new’ 
Ransford and the frame structure, and 
as soon ns they reached the top a 
slight southwesterly gale seemed to fan 
them on to destruction. 
When the tire first started, R. R. Wise, 
proprietor of the Ransford, was show 
ing a party of friends, composed of 
Judge J. T. Sanborn, Fred Sanborn, 
•Judge Alderman and Judge W. S. Mc- 
clenahan through the building. Just 
as the tire alarm sounded it was thought 
that smoke was scented in the cor­ 
ridors of the new hotel, ana when the 
tirst floor was reached this was found to 
be true, for no sooner had they reached 
the outer door than they heard the cry 
of tire, and saw people rushing toward 
the corner building. 
Contractor Nelson, who has charge of 
the work in tile new hotel building, was 
soon on the scene and being acquainted 
with the surroundings did good work. 
Only a day or two before, the large ti re­ 
proof doors had been hung between the 
Ransford and the old building, and, for­ 
tunate it was, for it is thought that the 
new’ structure would certainly have 
burned but for this fact. The doors 
worked nicely and after they were 
closed it is thought that not a parti­ 
cle of smoko even crept through. 
The bitter cold of the night greatly 
hampered the firemen in their work and 
they suffered intensely, but notwith 
standing they are entitled to all kinds of 
praise for their unswerving diligence. 
When it was seen that the old frame 
structures could not be saved they di 
reefed their attention to the new build­ 
ing and streams of water were played on 
the roof, front and back, so that the tire 
did not even get a start in this build­ 
ing. 
Through some crevice smoke got into 
the newT building in large quantities 
and this damaged the walls which 
had 
just 
been 
decorated, 
to 
a 
considerable extent. 
The varnish is 
probably in very bad shape and the 
walls will have to be all gone over again 
Then too the new maple floors were 
warped from the dampness and this will 
cause considerable extra trouble in re­ 
pairing. The greatest damage in the 
new building is in the basement. 
The 
floor in the basement of the new build­ 
ing is some low?er than the basement 
floor of the old building and the water 
which flowed in torrents into the old 
structure found its way to tho new base­ 
ment. It soon filled the lire box of the 
new boiler and the heating plant had to 
be shut down. All night men were kept 
busy pumping the water out of tho base­ 
ment and it was not until late today 
that they got the water out so that a 
tire could be built. The building will 
have to be thoroughly aired out and 
most of the finishing work gone over 
again. 
The firm of J. F. Murphy A Co. was 
especially fortunate. This clothing firm 
occupies a small frame building one 
door south of Burnett’s jewelry store, 
and strange as it may seem, the struct­ 
ure did not once catch fire. 
It 
is 
thought that tho goods in the store 
were not damaged a cent’s worth from 
smoke. A stream of water between 
this building and the Burnett store 
saved the building. 
The fire started in the basement of 
the R. F. Walters’ store frem a stove 
which was used to heat the building, 


and it must have burned some time be­ 
fore it burst out so that it could bo 
noticed from the outside. 
The total loss of property, including 
building and fixtures, is about $20,000 
and there is a total of $12,065.80 insur­ 
ance carried. Mr. Wise carried $5,000 
on the large frame structure on the cor 
nor and $500 each on the stores occu­ 
pied by R. F. Walters and C. L. Bur 
nett, making a total of $6,000 on the 
buildings. 
R. F. Walters states that 
his stock inventoried $7,600 not long 
ago, and upon this stock he carried $5,- 
405.80. C. L. Burnett did not carry any 
insurance on his stock but had $000 on 
fixtures. 
His loss will be about $700. 
The loss from smoke and water on the 
new Ransford building will bo about 
$.‘100 which is fully covered in a policy 
carried by Mr. Wise with the Keene A* 
McFadden agency. 
The tire was rather spectacular at 
times, but it is said that it was during 
the early hours this morning that it 
was at its height. 
It was after every­ 
one but the firemen hail gone home that 
tile building really was reduced to 
ashes, for when the people left there 
still a skeleton of the old structure 
standing. 
By noon today there was hardly a 
semblance left of tho old building and 
the corner upon which has stood a 
notable building, now looks barren. 
There are all kinds of rumors already 
in the air regarding the building up of 
this corner. 
It has been generally con 
ceded that the old frame structure was 
an eyesore to Brainerd and many are not 
displeased to know that it hasbeen level 
ed to the ground, but it might be of some 
solace to the friends of Mr. Wise to 
know that it would have been moved 
out in the spring anyway. The corner 
will now probable be built up with a 
solid brick structure, with stores on the 
ground floor and rooms in the upper 
stories for the hotel. 
The firemen were especially favored 
last night with the water pressure 
which was the best ever. 
By the burning of this corner build­ 
ing a veritable landmark in Brainerd 
has been removed. The building was 
constructed in the spring of 1872 by ETI 
Bly for general store purposes and it 
was known for years as the Bly block 
a rather pretentious structure for Brain 
erd in those days. 
It was afterward 
used for various purposes and at one 
time was known as the Hartley build 
ing. 
It was a particularly well con 
strueted 
building, 
being 
finished 
throughout on the interior in hard 
wood. 
I. U. White and his futile 
worked on the building when it was 
being built, for

ant part in State Mining*

AKI: GIVEN IN DETAIL 


Re^ardin^ Hie New Region Which 


Has Been Explored for Ore 


iii This County. 


The following from the Duluth Her­ 
ald regarding the exploration for ore in 
this county will be of interest to the 
people of Brainerd and vicinity: 
“The 
option given by Cuyler Adams and as­ 
sociates to Pickands, Mather A com­ 
pany, for a lease on the new Cuyuna 
ron range, is attracting a good deal of 
attention to tho property. 
That an 
option would be taken by a concern of 
the standing of Pickands, Mather A 
company is pointed to as conclusive 
evidence that tho now mining rnnge 
contains valuable deposits of ore. 
It is 
believed that it will play an important 
part in the Minnesota mining industry. 
“The Cuyuna range is located in 
Crow Wing county, and is from 15 to 20 
miles in length, with a general north 
west and southwest strike. 
It runs 
parallel with the Northern Pacific rail­ 
way, at a distance of about one and one 
half miles, on an average. 
Deer wood, 
just south of where the main explora 
tions have been made, is 78 miles in an 
air line from Duluth. 
“The iron ore deposits were discover­ 
ed on the range by Cuyler Adams, over 
a decade age, and the property was ex 
plored “and platted by him withsuch 
accuracy that, notwithstanding the fact 
that there were no rock outcrops in 
that country, and that the whole range 
is drift covered for a depth of from 60 
to 160 feet or more, tho drill holes lo­ 
cated by him at various points, cover 
ing some ten miles of territory, have 
been found in every case. 
“Up to tho present time there has 
been some 6,000 feet of drilling done on 
the range and this work already proves 
the existence of large quantities of mer­ 
chantable ore. 
Now that tho big inde 
pendent concerns are going in, it is be 
lieved that it will be but a short time 
before a lot of shippers will be added to 
the Lake Superior district. 
“The assays run from 35 per cent for 
iron slates up to 62 per cent metallic 
iron. The deepest hole drilled was 400 
feet and was bottomed in ore at that 
point. 
Forty feet of 57 per cent ore 
rested on a diabore foot wall, and a hole 
200 feet at right angles to the strike cut 
the ore body again and is still in it. 
“At another point an average of ;>< 
per cent was given at 20 feet with the 
drill still in the ore, and the holes at 
right angles to the strike showed the 
ore body at this point to be at least 200 
feet wide. 
“Cole A McDonald drills struck ore in 
their first hole and at every point so far 
located by Mr. Adams ore has boon 
found. 
“ In its high angle of dip, line of strike 
and general characteristics, the range 
resembles the Penokee-Gogebic.” 
The Cole A McDonald drills are work­ 
ing about seven or eight milos east of 
here.

The city of Brainerd was visited by 
another fire last night, which in sotne 
respects was a counterpart of the tires 
which played havoc last year, although 
the amount of property destroyed and 
its importance to the business interests 
of the city does not in any way equal 
some of the former conflagrations. Lhe 
tire destroyed the old frame Wise build­ 
ing on the corner of Front and Sixth 
streets and the two small frame store 
buildings to the south, occupied by K. 
F. Walters, the shoe dealer, anil C. L. 
Burnett, the jeweler, the estimated total 
loss being about $20,0(30. 
The tíre was tirst discovered a few 
minutes before 8 o'clock by H. W. Lin- 
neman and J. C. Davis, who were on 
their way to Columbian hall to attend 
the meeting of the business men of the 
city for the purpose of organizing a 
commercial club. 
As tho gentlemen 
were passing the store occupied l>y R. 
F. Walters, Mr. Davis saw a puff of 
smoke and tire issuing from the build­ 
ing as though there had been an explo­ 
sion and he ran across the street to the 
D. F. McIntosh saloon and sent in tho 
alarm. Being centrally located and the 
hour early in the evening it did not take 
long for a largo crowd to gather and it 
seemed as though the entire city wTas 
aroused in a very short time. The de­ 
partment was at the scene of the blaze 
promptly and the members did valiant 
service, but the tlames found ready ac­ 
cess into the interior of the old frame 
structure and waited but for a waft of 
air to fan them 011 beyond the control of 
the tire tighters. 
The members of the fire department 
found difficulty in the first place in get­ 
ting at the real source of the fire and 
thus were not able to check it as 
soon as they might have. This was due 
largely to the amount of smoke that fill­ 
ed tho Walters shoe store shortly after 
the fire started. 
A constant stream was played on the 
small shack which seemed to be the hot 
bed of the fire fiend, but this had little 
effect on the flames, for they seemed to 
have eaten their way underneath the 
timbers of the foundation of the struc­ 
ture and had worked their way to the 
basement of the WTise building, tho big 
frame structure on tho corner. 
Great 
caution wa*4«ken to keep the flames 
from getting a start in the new Ransford 
hotel next to the Wise building and in 
this respect tho firemen did excellent 
service and showed good judgment. 
At first it was thought that the fire 
would be but a trifling matter and that 
it would be confined to the WTalters shoe 
store, but it was soon discovered that 
the firomen wmuld have more than the 
.seemingly little smudge in the small 
store to contend with and every energy 
wras strained to obtain tho best results. 
It was but a short time before five 
streams of water were playing on tho 
building, and even with tho vast volume 
of water it did not seem to quell the fire, 
for it had eaten its way into tho walls of 
the old building and hero and thero 
flames burst forth from the sides, front 
and roof and it was notvlong before tho 
whole thing was given up and the ener­ 
gies of the firemen directed toward pre­ 
venting a further spread of tho flames 
/and especial attention was turned to­ 
ward the new Ransford. 
Fortunately the building on the cor­ 
ner was empty except a room on the 
second floor which was occupied by R. 
R. Wise as an office. This building was 
peculiarly constructed and though the 
oldest in the city was as well built as 
any frame structure in the northern 
part of tho state. On account of the 
solidity of tho building fire did not 
seem to make the headway that it does 
ordinarily in a frame building. The sec­ 
ond floor, for instance, was very heavy 
and the space between the outer siding 
and inner walls was filled with sawdust. 
Considering the fact that the building 
haJ been built as far back as 1872, it 
would seem as though the material 
would be of such an inflammable char­ 
acter that it would be but a short time 
before the whole would be reduced to 
ashes. Not so, however, as the tire seem- 
+ ed to creep and crawl, and at no time 
was ibero what might be called a fierco 
cotílag ratios. 


By 9 o'clock Front and Sixth streets 
were crowded with men, women and 
children who had been attracted by the 
sound of the fire alarm and the rising- 
ffames which lighted the winter skies. 
The two small frame shacks occupied 
by R. F. Walters the shoe dealer, and 
C. L. Burnett, the jeweler, which were 
located just south of the Wise building 
were doomed. Both Mr. Walters and 
Mr. Burnett were at home when the 
fire alarm sounded, and they had not 
the slightest idea of the danger to their 
places of business until sent for by kind 
friends. On this account but little of 
the stock, especially in the shoe store, 
was saved. 
For a long time it looked as though 
there was no danger that the fire would 
spread to the building on the corner, but 
flames soon appeared on the roof which 
seemed to have pierced through be­ 
tween the solid brick wall of the new 
Ransford and the frame structure, and 
as soon as they reached the top a 
slight southwesterly gale seemed to fan 
them on to destruction. 
When the fire first started, R. R. Wise, 
proprietor of the Ransford, was show­ 
ing a party of friends, composed of 
Judge J. T. Sanborn, Fred Sanborn, 
Judge Alderman and Judge W. S. Me 
clenahan through the building. Just 
as the fire alarm sounded it was thought 
that smoko was scented in the cor­ 
ridors of the new hotel, and when the 
first floor was reached this was found to 
be true, for no sooner had they reached 
the outer door than they heard the cry 
of tire, and saw people rushing toward 
the corner building. 
Contractor Nelson, who has charge of 
the work in the new hotel building, was 
soon on the scene and being acquainted 
with the surroundings did good work 
Only a day or two before, the large fire­ 
proof doors had been hung between the 
Ransford and the old building, and, for­ 
tunate it was, for it is thought that the 
new structure would certainly havi 
burned but for this fact. The doors 
worked nicely and after they were 
closed it is thought that not a parti­ 
do of smoke even crept through. 
The bitter cold of tho night greatly 
hampered the firemen in their work and 
they suffered intensely, but notwith­ 
standing they are entitled to all kinds of 
praise for their unswerving diligence. 
Whor it was seen that tho old frame 
structures could not be saved they di 
rected their attention to the new build­ 
ing and streams of water were played on 
the roof, front and back, so that the fire 
did not even get a start in this build­ 
ing. 
Through some crevice smoke got into 
the new building in large quantities 
and this damaged the walls which 
had just been 
decorated, 
to a 
considerable extent. The varnish is 
probably in very bad shape and the 
walls will have to be all gone over again. 
Then too tho new maple floors were 
warped from the dampness and this will 
cause considerable extra trouble in re­ 
pairing. The greatest damage in the 
new building is in the basement. 
The 
floor in the basement of the new build­ 
ing is some lower than the basement 
floor of the old building and tho water 
which flowed in torrents into the old 
structure found its way to tho new base­ 
ment. It soon filled the lire box of the 
new boiler and the heating plant had to 
be shut down. All night men were kept 
busy pumping the water out of tho base­ 
ment and it was not until late today 
that they got the water out so that a 
tire could be built. Tho building will 
have to be thoroughly aired out and 
most of the finishing work gone over 
again. 
The firm of J. F. Murphy A Co. was 
especially fortunate. This clothing firm 
occupies a small frame building one 
door south of Burnett’s jewelry store, 
and strange as it may seem, the struct 
ure did not once catch tire. It is 
thought that tho goods in the store 
were not damaged a cent’s worth from 
smoke. A straam of water between 
this building and the Burnett store 
saved the building. 
The fire started in the basement of 
the R. F. Walters’ store from a stove 
which vat used to heat the building, 


and it must have burned some time be­ 
fore it burst out so that it could be 
noticed from the outside. 
The total loss of property, including 
building and fixtures, is about $20,000 
and there is a total of $12,065.80 insur­ 
ance carried. Mr. Wise carried $5,000 
on the large frame structure on the cor 
ner and $500 each on the stores occu­ 
pied by R. F. Walters and C. L. Bur­ 
nett, making a total of $6,000 on the 
buildings. R. F. Walters states that 
his stock inventoried $7,600 not long 
ago, and upon this stock he carried 85,- 
405.80. C. L. Burnett did not carry any 
insurance on his stock but had $660 on 
fixtures. His loss will be about $700. 
The loss from smoke and water on the 
new Ransford building will bo about 
$.‘100 which is fully covered in a policy 
carried by Mr. Wise with the Keene k 
McFadden agency. 
The tire was rather spectacular at 
times, but it is said that it was during 
the early hours this morning that it 
was at its height. It was after every­ 
one but the firemen had gone home that 
the building really was reduced to 
ashes, for when the people left there 
still a skeleton of the old structure 
standing. 
By noon today there was hardly a 
semblance left of tho old building and 
the corner upon which lias stood a 
notable building, now looks barren. 
There are all kinds of rumors already 
in the air regarding the building up of 
this corner. It has been generally con 
ceded that the old frame structure was 
an eyesore to Brainerd and manyare not 
displeased to know* that it has been level­ 
ed to the ground, but it might be of some 
solace to the friends of Mr. Wise to 
know that it would have been moved 
out in the spring anyway. The corner 
will now probable be built up with a 
solid brick structure, with stores on the 
ground floor and rooms in the upper 
stories for the hotel. 
The firemen were especially favored 
last night with the water pressure, 
which was the best ever. 
By the burning of this corner build­ 
ing a veritable landmark in Brainerd 
has been removed. The building was 
constructed in the spring of 1872 by E.H. 
Bly for general store purposes and it 
was known for years as the Bly block, 
a rather pretentious structure for Brain­ 
erd in those days. It was afterward 
used for various purposes and at oni 
time was known as the Hartley build­ 
ing. It was a particularly well con 
structed 
building, being 
finished 
throughout on the interior in hard 
wood. I. U. White and his father 
worked on the building when it was 
being built, for

New Iron Range will Play Import­ 
ant par! in State Mining 
Industry 


FACTS 
AR(: GIVEN IN DETAIL 


Regarding the New Region Which 
Has Been Explored for Ore 
¡11 This County. 
The following from the Duluth Her­ 
ald regarding the exploration for ore in 
this county will be of interest to the 
people of Brainerd and vicinity: “The 
option given by Cuyler Adams and as­ 
sociates to Pickands, Mather A com­ 
pany, for a lease on the new' Cuyuna 
iron range, is attracting a good deal of 
attention to tho property. 
That an 
option would be taken by a concern of 
the standing of Pickands, Mather k 
company is pointed to as conclusive 
evidence that tho now mining range 
contains valuable deposits of ore. It is 
believed that it will play an important 
partin the Minnesota mining industry 
“The Cuyuna range is located in 
Crow Wing county, and is from 15 to 20 
miles in length, with a general north 
west and southwest strike. It runs 
parallel with the Northern Pacific rail­ 
way, at a distance of about one and one- 
half miles, on an average. Deerwood, 
just south of w here the main explora 
tions have been made, is 78 miles in an 
air line from Duluth. 
“The iron ore deposits were discover­ 
ed on the range by Cuyler Adams, over 
a decade age, and the property was ex­ 
plored “and platted by him withsueh 
accuracy that, notwithstanding the fact 
that there w'ero no rock outcrops in 
that country, and that the whole range 
is drift covered for a depth of from 60 
to ICO feet or more, the drill holes lo­ 
cated by him at various points, cover­ 
ing some ten miles of territory, have 
been found in every case. 
Up to the present time there has 
been some 6,000 feet of drilling done on 
the range and this work already proves 
the existence of large quantities of mer­ 
chantable ore. Now that the big inde­ 
pendent concerns are going in, it is be 
lieved that it will be but a short time 
before a lot of shippers will be added to 
the Lake Superior district. 
“The assays run from 35 per cent for 
iron slates up to 62 per cent metallic 
iron.

“At another point an average of ;x 
per cent was given at 20 feet with tho 
drill still in the ore, and the holes at 
right angles to the strike showed the 
ore body at this point to be at least 200 
feet wide. 
“Cole k McDonald drills struck ore in 
their fir.-t hole and at every point so far 
located by Mr. Adams ore has beon 
found. 
“In its high angle of dip, line of strike 
and general characteristics, the range 
resembles the Penokee-Gogebic.” 
The Cole & McDonald drills are work­ 
ing about seven or eight miles east of 
here.

The Washington!® consists of an old 
rose English cut glass decanter, a glass 
preserve dish of the sam e make, an 
old C anton w are pickle dlkli of the w il­ 
low p a tte rn a n d a fish knife of Shef­ 
field plate. 
These pieces w ere obtain­ 
ed by Mrs. Bradley a t the final settle­ 
m ent of the IL L. I). Lewis estate in 
Virginia. 
The M adison pieces consist of two 
handsom e candelabra, which w ere used 
by Mrs. M adison while m istress of the 
president’s house; a gravy bowl and 
saucer of the Madison set a n d nil ex­ 
act m atch to th e Madison plates which 
were given to th e W hite H ouse collec­ 
tion by Mr. J. Henley Sm ith of W ash ­ 
ington a short time ago and a deco­ 
rated cup and saucer of French china.

They w ere originally louneel to the col­ 
lection by Mrs. Jam es Bradley of New 
York,

D aughters of the American Revolution, 
who has tak en great interest in the 
work of Mrs. Roosevelt In collecting 
the dining w are of the* W hite House 
from th e foundation of the republic. 
In the belief th a t the effort to collect 
sample's of the presidential w are at the 
W hite Hemse Is a work of history as 
well as patriotism , Mrs. B radley con- 
sente'd to m ake the loan of her collec­ 
tion. 
The W ashingtonia consists of an old 
rose English cut glass decanter, a glass 
preserve dish of the sam e m ake, an 
old Canton w are pickle dikli of the w il­ 
low p a tte rn and a fish knife of Shef­ 
field plate. 
These pieces w ere obtain­ 
ed by Mrs. Bradley a t the final settle­ 
ment of the H. L. I). Lewis estate in 
Virginia. 
The M adison pieces consist of tw o 
handsom e candelabra, which were used 
by Mrs. M adison while m istress of the 
president’s house; a gravy bowl and 
saucer of th e Madison set a n d nn ex­ 
act m atch to th e Madison plates which 
were given to th e W hite H ouse collec­ 
tion by Mr. J. Henley Smith of W a sh ­ 
ington a short time ago an d a deco­ 
rated cup and saucer of French china. 
Mrs. B radley obtained these pieces 
from the P ayn e Todd collection. It will 
be rem em bered th a t Payne Todd was 
the son of Dolly Madison.

W ashington, Jan. 31.—T h e supreme 
court of the United States has denied 
the application of Machen, Lorenz and 
the Groffs for a w rit of certio rari in 
the case against them ch argin g con­ 
spiracy to defraud the g o vernm ent in 
connection with the postoffice dep art­ 
m ent irregularities.

Machen, Lorenz and the Groffs were 
sentenced to two y ears’ im prisonm ent 
and to pay a fine of $16,000 each. 
T here will be no fu rth e r effort to 
delay th e execution of th e sentence of 
the D istrict suprem e court, from which 
the d efen dants appealed successively 
to the D istrict court of ap peals and 
then to the suprem e court of the U nit­ 
ed States.
